EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  August  16  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  August  5,  1979). 

Wheat:  Market  interest  declined  from  the  level  that  has  prevailed  in  recent  weeks.  The  net  increase 
in  outstanding  sales  was  a  respectable  787,300  metric  tons  (MT)  with  numerous  countries  adding  to 
prior  contract  balances.  MY  1980/81  interest  was  totally  absent.  Exports  of  790,600  MT  were  slightly 
below  recent  weeks,  but  still  represent  a  healthy  volume  considering  the  logistical  problems  of  posi¬ 
tioning  grain  in  export  locations. 

Corn :  Diminishing  interest  in  the  expiring  marketing  year  (MY)  resulted  in  the  smallest  net  increase 
(332,800  MT)  in  outstanding  sales  since  the  week  ending  January  7th.  Spain  and  several  other  European 
countries  were  the  principal  buyers.  Activity  for  MY  1979/80  was  fairly  light  with  Poland,  Japan  and 
East  Germany  accounting  for  nearly  all  of  the  453,100  MT  increase  in  outstanding  sales.  Exports 
(1,242,800  MT),  although  slightly  less  than  last  week,  registered  the  tenth  consecutive  week  of 
1  million  tons  or  more. 

Barley:  Modest  sales  activity  was  reported  with  a  net  increase  in  oustanding  sales  of  23,200  MT. 

Barley  exports  picked  up  for  the  week. 

Sorghum:  Sales  for  MY  1978/79  were  slow  with  most  buyer  interest  centered  around  new  crop  offerings. 
Poland  was  the  largest  identified  buyer  for  MY  1979/80,  adding  121,500  MT  to  earlier  purchases.  Israel 
and  unknown  destinations  were  the  only  other  buyers  for  next  MY  delivery.  The  export  pace  (90,200  flT) 
continued  good. 

Rice :  This  report  marks  the  end  of  MY  1978/79.  Export  market  interest  picked  up  sharply  as  exporters 
reported  substantial  sales  for  MY  1979/80  during  the  week.  New  sales  (139,100  MT)  were  reported  to 

Belgium  (49,300  MT),  Saudi  Arabia  (18,000  MT)  and  Syria  (14,600  MT  under  PL-480),  along  with  numerous 

other  destinations.  Sales  of  200,600  MT  previously  reported  in  MY  1978/79  were  carried  over  into  the 

new  MY.  Adding  these  two  items  to  earlier  reported  MY  1979/80  sales  of  116,200  MT  results  in  total 
outstanding  sales  for  MY  1979/80  of  over  440,000  MT.  Exports  were  modest.  The  periodic  summary  of 
rough  rice  sales  and  exports  is  on  page  40. 

Soybeans :  Sales  for  MY  1978/79  were  reasonably  heavy  (166,500  MT)  although  most  activity  was  for  new 
crop  delivery.  EC,  Japan  and  Mexico  added  to  MY  1978/79  purchases,  while  EC,  Spain,  Poland,  Taiwan, 
■Tt^ael .  Mexico  and  unknown  were  all  listed  for  next  MY.  Exports  (368,700  MT)  were  moderately  strong 
w i  ch  the  EC  (234,900  MT)  and  Japan  (55,400  MT)  accounting  for  over  72  percent. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal :  Sales  to  the  EC  (40,900  MT)  helped  boost  weekly  sales  to  73,100  MT.  Exporters 
reported  sales  of  100,800  MT  for  MY  1979/80  principally  to  the  EC  and  Poland.  Exports  (94,100  MT) 
were  down  slightly  with  the  EC,  Venezuela,  Mexico  and  Romania  the  major  recipients. 

Soybean  Oil :  Continued  strong  sales  (39,500  MT)  were  primarily  the  result  of  sales  under  GSM-5 
financing  to  Pakistan,  the  Dominican  Republic  and  Peru.  Exports  (6,600  MT)  declined. 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  was  extremely  strong  -  the  third  largest  volume  in  a  year.  MY  1978/79  sales 
were  insignificant  as  the  season  ended.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  265,000  RB  were  principally  to  Korea 
(105,200  RB),  Japan  (42,800  RB),  Canada  (32,000  RB),  China-Mainland  (23,800  RB),  Thailand  (16,400  RB), 
unknown  (10,400  RB)  and  Romania  (10,000  RB).  The  commitment  now  stands  at  3.8  million  bales  including 
carryover  sales  of  903,000  RB,  equivalent  to  67  percent  of  estimated  exports  for  the  season.  The 
week's  exports  were  off  to  92,300  RB  with  60,700  RB  placed  in  1978/79  and  31,600  RB  in  1979/80. 

Eleven  percent  went  to  Europe  and  81  percent  to  Asia. 

Oats  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
